New York, June 1C.—One of tlus 


tnost appalling disasters in the his- 
tory of New York, tragic in its im- 
mensity, dramatic in its episodes, ami 
deeply pathetic ia the tender age of 
most of its victims, took place in the 
East river at the entrance to Lou:; 
Island sound, within a short distance 
of the New York shore and witiilu 
sight of thousands of. persons, tUo 
majority of whom were powerless to 
minimize the extent of the catastro- 
phe.

vessel's licensed capacity. 


Crowded With Merrymakers. 


The steamer proceeded up the East 


river, all three of her decks being 
crowded 
with merrymakers. Bands 


played and the great sidewaeeler was 
decorated with flags from, stern 10 
stem. . 


The Slocum had readied a point 


near the Sunken Meadows, off One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth street, Man- 
hattan, when fire broke out in a lunch- 
room on the forward decrf. The blase 
•was caused by the overturning of a 
pot of grease. 
The headway of the 


vessel and a high wind almost in- 
stantly fanned the insignificant flame 
into fury. 
Efforts directed to subdu- 


ing the fire were futile. 
The blaze 


spread aft 
with lightning rapidity. 


Captain Van Schaik,'realizing the dan- 
ger, decided to send his vessel to 
shore at One Himdred and Thirty- 
fourth street. At this point there are 
a number oyumber yards and several 
huge oil tanks and the captain was 
warned that to attempt to land at this 
point would endanger the property 
an<l perhaps further imperil the scores 
of people, who had already been fright- 
ened into a state or almost uncon- 
trollable excitement.

The men of Mercer's command re- 


ported thai they had seen the two of- 
ficers dismounted and lighting bravely, 
after having refused to retreat.

TWO young officers were very melan- 
choly as they rode along tbe familiar 
road. 
Lewis belonged to a Virginia 


regimcnt^and had known both Mercer 
and Talbot well, and, in .f.^ct, all the 
officers who had been killed. The of- 
ficers of that little army were like a 
band of brothers, nnd after every bat- 
tle there was a general mourning 
for the loss of many frieucls. 
The 


casualties among the officers iu the 
sharp engagement had been unusually 
severe and entirely dlsproportlonccl to 
,the total loss; tbe bulk of tbe lob= had 
fallen upon Mercer's brigade. 


They found the general iu Clark's 


farmhouse, near the. field of battle, 
lingering in great pain, and slowly dy- 
ing from a number of ferocious bayo- 
net wounds. He was attended by bis 
aia. Major Armstrong, and thy cele- 
brated Dr. Benjamin Rush e:ime espe- 
cially from Philadelphia to give- the 
dying hero the benefit of Ins skill and 
services. 
He had been treated wall 


the greatest respect by the enemy, Tor 
CornwaIHs -was always quick to recog- 
nize and respect a gallant soldier. The 
kindly Quakers had spared 
neither 


time nor trouble to lighten his dying 
hours, and the women of the house- 
hold nursed him with gentle and as- 
siduous care. lie passed away ten 
days after the battle, leaving to h:s 
descendants the untarnished name of 
a gallant soldier and gentleman, who 
never faltered in the pursuit ot his 
high Ideals of duty. Brief as had been 
his career as a general in the Revolu- 
tion, his memory is still cherished by a 
grateful posterity as one of the Uret 
heroes or that mighty struggle for 
liberty.
